Hold to Strike 


Sales and repair activities of Al- 
bany’s two major automobile sales 
agencies were still paralyzed today 
as the AFL Automobile Salesmen’s 
union, No. 1095, continued toward a 
second week of strike and picket ac- 
tion. 

Walk-out occurred Monday morning 
with actual picketing commencing early 
Tuesday when the East Bay Motor 
Car Dealer’s Association representing 
the employers, refused to meet union 
demands in reinstatement of last 
year’s salesmen’s contract throughout 
the East Bay area, 

In Albany, approximately 20 sales- 
men and shop department employes 
left work Monday in response to de- 
mands of the union, refusing to cross 
picket lines, 

Union officials declined to discuss 
reasons for the strike, but association 
officials stated that the former agree- 
ment with the AFL had expired ana 
employers had posted new schedules 
of commissions intended to equalize 
the gap between new and used car 
rates. The union, they said, had re- 
fused to accept the raffes. 

The old contract, it was stated by 
Albany motor agency salesmen, stipu- 
lated a 4 per cent commission on each 
new car sale without car trade-in 
allowances deducted, and 7 per cent 
on used cars with trade-ins deducted. 
The new contract calls for a 6 per 
cent commission on new car sales 
with trade-ins deducted, leaving, sales- 
men said, an average of approximately 
$20 per can on the type vehicle sold 
by the striking agencies. Average 
monthly wage, they said, under this 
contract would give salesmen a salary 
of approximately $roo. 

Under the new contract agency it 
was said executives are allowed to sell 
cars, while under the former con- 
tract, credit for sales by an employer 
went to a floor salesman.

Report Shows 
Decrease in 
Albany Crime 





Monthly report of the Albany Po- 
lice Department was issued this week 
by Chief Lloyd Jester showing that 
$1,582 had been added to the city 
treasury through fines and forfeiture» 
from some 250 arrests, and that crime 
had decreased in the city by nearly 
roo per cent. 

Report showed that during the 
month of July, the Police Department 
answered 192 radio and light calls. 
Total violators of vehicle code num- 
bered 178, while 2 were arrested on 
penal charges, 6 for drunk driving, 4 
for city ordinance violations, and 5 
for reckless driving. Remainder of the 
251 arrests were made up of drunk, 
bench warrants, vagrancy and minor 
city ordinance citations. 

During the month, police investii- 
gated 6 injury accidents which were 
reported to the State Bureau of Ve- 
hicles, as well as 86 other cases, in- 
cluding bad checks, prowlers, juvenile, 
petty theft and burglary. 

Indicating the growth of the city, 
police patrols protected to4 homes un- 
der construction and repairs in the city.
